OHIO IS TRYING OUT | 
~NEW ELECTION LAW 


Provides that Candidates Can Spend Only Limited Amount 
During Campaign, and Must Issue Statement 
Showing the Amount “Promised” 


(Special to the Capital.) 

Columbus, O., Sept. 5.—The Kimball corrupt practices. act cnacted by the 
last session of the Ohlo. legislature was given !te {irst. practical teat In the 
primarics held throughout the state today. The taw_-in all its provistons ap- 
piles to the primaries as well as to the regular elcctions. Tho results of Its 
Operation are. awaited with kecn interest, partioularly in Cincinnatt, Totedo, 
Columbus and other large citles where It was tried out today. 

Tho advocates of the Kimball act believe that It will work a revolution 
In tho. methods of practical politics. .The measure is designed to bring prac- 
tically every movoment of overy political. party and candidate Into tho day- 
ght of publicity. The publicity feature is attanied by the provisions of the 
law, which compel the filing within ten, days after any eleotion of statements 
showing tho precise amount of money spent by every candidate, party com- 
mittce or association or organization of two or moro persons Intercsted In 
the clection, and showing In addition how every dollar was spent. Primary 
elections aro included, and the law makes the filing of such statements abso- 
lutely compulsery. Tho law requires, furthermore, that the statements must 
Include not only the amount of monoy spent, but the amount “promised” or 
“pocelvcd."” 

The new law also placcs a strict mit upon the amount of money any 
candidate can spend for his nomination. ‘The amount allowed Is to be in pro- 
portion to the population of tho territory In which the candidates sceks nom- 
Ination or clection. In addition, tho law specifies all things that are to he re- 
gardca as tegitimate campaign expenscs, such as advertising, traveling ex- 
pinses,- expenses of halls and spcakers, offices and headquarters, the prepar- 
ation of lists of voters, etc. 

Tho penaltios for tho violation of any of tho provisions of the law are 
severo. For a candidate it means forfelture of office, tn addition to the fine 
or imprisonment, Tho fine is to be from $100 to $600 and the Imprisonment 
Not to excoed six months. 

Employers who seck In any way to influence or control the votes of those 
In thelr omploy sro mado amenable to the-law. An employer who threatened 
even verbally or Indirectly that the election of any partioutar candidate or ticket 
would result in a partial suspension of buelnese or a cut in wages, might, un- 
der the provielons of the law, be sent to prison for six months.

RUADS LAY OFF 
30,970 IN ONE YEAR 


NET ANNUAL SAVING OF $94,000,000 
iN GPERATING EXPENSES 
BEEN EFFECTED 


(Special to the Capital) 

Chicago, Sept. 6.—Pollowing a plan 
for retrenchment, railroads of the 
country for the last year have laid off 
81,870 men, affecting a net annual sav- 
ing in operation expenses of #94,000,- 
000, according to a report made public 

* today. 

This method of economy in operation 
has been adopted by 60 per cent of all 
the roads and is rapidly spreading to 
the remaining lines. 

The decrease in expenses anid main- 
tenance is said to be the result of the 
action of the inlerstate commerce com- 
mission, Which refused to allow the 
roads to pul into effect a general in- 
crease of freight rates. The largest 
reductions in the forces are found 
among the trackmen, shopmen and 
iniscellaneous employes. 

The report containing these figures 
inay, it is said, have an important bear- 
ing on the widespread unrest existing 
in the ranks of the shopmen on the 
Harriman lines, 

That the dispute with the shopmen 
of the Union Pacific, Southern Pacific, 
JNinois Central and other lines may 
extend to other railway systems was 
indicated today when shopmen eme- 
ployed by the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern road are reported to have given no- 
tice that wilh the expiration of the 
present wage agreement this month an 
increast of salary will be demanded. 

Officials of the Chicago and North- 
western road declined to discuss the 
subject today. 

After.a day of seerel conferences the 
executive board of Hlinois Central fed-

A OAVAGE TRIBE! |}. 


AGED INDIAN, TO WHOM QUN iS A 
NOVELTY, CAPTURED IN 
LOWER CALIFORNIA 


(Special to the Capital) 

Chico, Cal, Sept. &.—The © last 
known survivors of the Mill creek and 
Deer creek Indians, whose atrocities 
made hideous pages in the annals of 
early California, .was captured two 
miles from Oroville date today while at- 
temping to sleal meat from a slaugh- 
ter house, 

Driven from the fastnesses of the 
Feather river country by forest fires, 
he was taken to the Oroville jail, 
starver beyond resistance, and fol- 
lowed by a crowd which collected at 
the sight of a man 60 years old, unshod 
and clad only in a sleeveless canvas 
shirt, laced with deerskin. throngs. 

Indians of surviving tribes were 
summoned, but were unable to talk 
with: him, and a number of deputy 
sheriffs offered him food by way of 


experiment, oa kuife and fork and 
spoon were laid beside a tin plate 
loaded with potatoes and meat, but 
the savage took no notice of them, 


clawing pieces of meat apart wilh his 
hands. 

He was shown flrearms, but did not 
comprehend their use, but when a 
deputy. lighted a, cigarette be seized 
the mateh, and by — making circles 
around, demonstrated that he kept his 
hair short by singing it. His only 
possessions were a few deer sinews. 
No one knows what to do with him, no 
charge having been placed — against 
him, 

The Deer creek and Mill creek In- 
dians were obliterated as a tribe, in 
a series of battles in the early '60s, and 
it had been believed that none of the 
tribesmen survived.
